Wintlom For The Presidency. 


WASHIHGTON] Nov. 23.—Jn»t at present the 


name of Senator William Windom is men- 
tioned with more confidence by the shrewd 
ones than that pf any other person in con- 
nection with the republican nomination for 
president in 1884. A knot of gentlemen were 
discussing the subject recently, one of whom 
is a western senator, and the latter said: 
'•Windom is a growing man and in my esti- 
mation the moat available presidential can- 
didate in the republican ranks. The party is 
at present badly torn by internal dissensions, 
and the only hope of success in 1884 is a can- 
didate who can unite all factions. This I be- 
lieve Windom can do. The Blaine men would 
rally arouad him in solid mass, and I believe 
he would be accepted by the salwarts a* a 
compromise. His record as senator and finan 
cier is dverything that could be asked, and 
his reputation as a citizen is irriproachable. 
Of course, mucn depends upon tha endorse- 
ment by a re-election to the senate this win- 
ter, but fortunately there appear* to be no 
trouble en that ^icore. Windom would be a 
particularly strong candidate for the reason 
that he would be invulnerable against demo- 
cratic attacks." The remarks of the senator 
quoted seemed to impress hia hearers, and it 
was generally admitted that no one eould 
more certainly lead the party to victory in 
1884 than Senator Windom. 


The Readjnsters in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—It is believed by 


many that Mahone and Riddleberger, the 
readjuster senators from Virginia, will lay 
their wires atlthe session this winter for an 
alliance with the democrats, when the new 
congress comes in. The fact is the republi- 
cans have little faith in these men, and be- 
lieve that they will sell out whenever a good 
price is offered. The democrats cannot have 
much use for them, however, at least for the 
present, as the republicans will kave a clear 
majority in the senate of the 48th congress, 
and can organize without the help of the 
readjusters. There is one difficulty in the 
way of reorganization. Two" years ago a 
republican senatorial caucus selected George 
W. Gorham as candidate for secretary, and 
C. W. Johnson as chiaf clerk, A number of 
senators openly declare that they will never 
vote for Gorham, and should they remain 
firm another dead-lock would result. It is 
probable that some compromise will be 
effected under which the republicans can 
effect an organization, though how this can 
be brought about exeept by the surrender of 
the majority to the "kickers" it is difficult 
to understand.

The N, P. Besolves to Sell 3,000,000 


Acres of Land—Latest Develop- 


ments in The Railroad War

What Our Wavy Cost*. 


WASHMGION, Nov. 22.—The annual report 


of Fourth Auditor Beardsley shows that the 
aggregate payments on account of the navy 
for the fiscal year ending Jane 30,1882, were 
a little less than the aggregate appropriation 
made by congress for that year. Sameot 
the appropriations over expenditures and de- 
ficiencies were provided for at the last ses- 
sion of congress. Disbursements amounting 
to more than $15,000,000 have been made 
without loss for the support of the service in 
foreign waters. Bill? of exchange were sold 
amounting to §1,767,723. of which $1,305,137 
was drawn on our agents in London, and 
$412,586 on the secretary or the navy. This 
latter sum is more than double lhat of the 
previous year, and indicates an improved 
condition of our foreign trade and credit. 
The appropriations of a sum in gross for the 
entertaining the board of visitors at the 
naval academy is pronounced unwise, and a 
bill of items is given as an illustration, it 
having been made at the last meeting of the 
board. Some of the expenditures in the bill 
are: Carriage, $100; barber, $15; expense 
cards, $4; nmbrellas, $39; glass, $6; flowers, 
$13; china, $205; servants, $208; newspapers, 
$4; ice, $23; telegraphing, $4; fruit, $82; 
ice cream and cake, $6l; wine, liquors and 
mineral water, $589; cigars, $252, and other 
expenses, which are given in detail, making 
the total $2,189. The remainder of the $2,- 
600 appropriated was exhausted in the pay- 
ment of mileage. For the further improve- 
ment of the civil service in the departments 
in Washington, the auditor suggests the fol- 
lowing provisions of law: First, the rule 
now applicable to the treasury department, 
requiring that appointments be so arranged 
that they shall be equally distributed be- 
tween states according to population, should 
be applied to all executive departments. 
Second, when vacancies are to be filled or 
new appointments mnde, states or congres- 
sional districts entitled to them, should fur- 
nish candidates a competitive home examin- 
ation, thus saving the time of heads of de- 
partments and congressmen, and both time 
and money to applicants. Third, a fixed 
tenure of office of five or seven years, during 
which the appointee could no be removed ex- 
cept for inefficiency or bad conduct. Fourth, 
promotions, other things being fairly equal, 
to be accordance with seniority in the ser- 
vice, and on recommendation of heads of 
bureaus. 


Statistics of the Steamboat Business 


'W^HINGTON, Nov. 22.—Supervising In- 


spec*« General Dumont, in his annual re- 
port for the fiscal year ending June 30th 
last> gives the following statistics of the 
steamboat inspection service: Number of 
vessels inspected 5,117; tonnage of same 1,- 
298,564; officers licensed 20,467, showing an 
increase over the previous year in tke num- 
ber of vessels of 338, in tonnage 74,561, and 
in number of licensed officers 2,609; the total 
receiots from all sources daring the year 
were," $27,988.930. Total expenditures, $22,- 
761,563, making receipts over expenditures, 
$5,227,367; total number of accidents to 
steamboats during the year resulting in loss 
of life 41, lives lost from accidents to steam 
vessels 20,500, of which but 56were lives of 
passsngers; total persons carried during the 
year, 354,070,447; this number divided by 
205, the number of lives lost, shows one life 
lost to each 1,727,172 persons carried, as 
against one life lost in each 55,714 p rsons 
carried in 1881, the year previous to the en- 
actment of the first really efficient steamboat 
laws, iln the*year last named there were 
39,000,000 passengers carried and 700 lives 
lost. 


Jay Gould Speaks. 


NEW YOEK, Nov. 22.—Jay Gould, in a talk 


with alreporter1 to-day, said he thought the 
decline in stocks had gone further than any 
element in the situation would warrant. An 
uneasy feeling as to what the policy of the 
government might be with regard to the 
management of the public treasury has 
arisen, and this uneasiness had resulted in 
calling loans to a large extent, which 
necessitated 
extensive liquidation.

purchasing stock until within the past week, 
but was now buying and should continue to 
buy stocks to hold, as they were cheap enough 
to pay a good return for those who could 
take care of them. Speaking generally of 
the railway situation Gould aaid the roads 
were never in so good a condition to do the 
business of the country as at present, as they 
had all taken advantage of the prosperity of 
'jthe last few years to perfect their equip- 
ments and put them into first-class order.

Edmunds, the other 
member of the commission, is still at 
Yanktou, awaiting the arrival of advices 
trom Washington, and when they are re- 
ceived he will immediately follojv to St. 
Paul, and the commission Will go thence 
.o Bismarck and Standing Rock agency, 
aud continue their negotiations with the 
Indians. So much has been published 
concerning the purpose of the Sioux coin- 
mission, that nearly every one who reads 
the papeis is aware of the object, which 
is briefly to obtain the Indian's consent 
tothe oj-ening of a portion of {heir im- 
mense reseivation lor settlement. When 
Judge Shannon was found by a Journal 
repoiter last evening he was courteously 
received, and man extended and veiy 
interesting interview, the genial judge 
gave many facts concerning the comuaig.

A Bit; Blaze in Providence. 


PBOVII>BNOJ| Nov. 21,.—A fire occurred this 


morning in tj|e Calendar bnildingL a brick 
structure situated between Sabin and Cove 
streets, -which resulted in a seriouk loss of 
life. Th^ building was four stories! high and 
was occupied mostly by jewelry shops. The 
fire originated in the work shop of Charles 
Melvin, a, dyer, m the middle of the building 
on the third floor, and was caused by the 
ignition pf a ten-gallon can of naptha. The 
room -., Billed' withli^ht inflammable cloths, 
and the woodwork was as dry as tinder. The 
room was; next the stairway, and before a 
word of warning could be given escape by 
the s., : v.[ay was cut off by the flames. On 
the fourth floor is the workshop of j Wm. H. 
Robinson^ Co., gold chain makers. The 
firm employed forty operators, equally di- 
vided as to sex. When the flames swept up 
through the floor the employes made a rush 
for

a panic ;easued. 
Just across the alley- 


way, 
whicih is ,: about fifteen feet wide at the 


end-of the Calendar building, was a two-story 
wooden 'structure, with tha end of the build- 
ing fronting 011 this alley. The roof of the 
woodeii buildiu-j wsfe only about twenty feet 
below the: wiudow-eills, where the excited 
girls were, congregated. The persons in the 
rear crowded and pushed those in act of 
jumping, and many fell short, while others

Mane fell short of the second 
story building, bounded against it and fell to 
the ground. • His iojuries are oua arm and 
ono leg broken. A man named Miller fell !o 
the ground and was hurt. Mary Dous jumped 
from the roof and had her leg jbroiien. Geo. 
Grant, of the firm of Jos. Grant & Co.,jewel 
era, jumped from the fourth floor \vi:;uo,v to 
the roof oi the wooden building and had his 
leg broken.

superintendent made no organization of 
his forces and no attempt to save the 
sick in the hospital until it was too late.

The 
hydrants, with hose attached, were ou everv 
floor, and extinguishers were all over the 
building, yet with a number of able-bodied 
men in place only one length of hose was 
used. In fact, nobody belonging to the in- 
stitution, except lha engineer, did anything 
to save the building or helpless inmates.

The Admission of Dakota. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—One" of the

measures that will engagr the attention of 
congress this winter is the bill for the admis- 
sion of Dakota into the Union. This bill is 
pending on the calendar of both houses, it 
having been reported from the respective 
committees on territories early in the last 
session. It is one of the first bills on the 
house calendar and has already been „ up for 
consideration in the senate. The bill would 
probably have passed the senate last session, 
but for the action of Senator Hale, of Maine, 
who opposed its passage on the ground I that 
Yankton county had repudiated its indebted- 
ness contracted on account of the construc- 
tion of the Dakota Southern railroad. Yank- 
ton county bonds are largely held by Senator 
Hate's constituents, and he asserted that he 
should oppose the bill unless it was amended 
BO as to, insure the payment of this indebt- 
edness, and gave notice that ha would offer 
an amendment to this effect at the p: 'oper 
time. With Senator Bale's vote the repub- 
licans, with the aid of Judge Davis' vote, 
could have passed the bill. Without it, how-

ation. 
In the house several attempts 


were made to pass the bill, but the demo- 
crats fought them on political grounds, as 
the admission of Dakota would give the re- 
publicans two senators and one representa- 
tive, and the democrats prevented the action 
by filibustering. The republicans in both 
houses now have greater reason than ever for 
pressing the passage of the bill this session, 
as it would probably not bo passed by the 
next congress, with the house democratic by 
over sixty majority. For the next two years 
the senate will be republican only through 
the grace of the two readjuster senators from 
Virginia, but two Dakota senators would 
just offset the two coalition senators, should 
there be any attempt on the part of the lat- 
ter to make a bargain with the democrats. 
The admission of Dakota would also give 
the republicans three additional votes in the 
electoral college, which from recent events 
it is thought very important they should 
have, and which tha democrats can prevent 
them from having if Dakota is not admitted 
this winter. 
It is therefore exceedingly 


probable that there will be a bitter fight on 
this bill the coming session, requiring the 
presence of every republican senator and 
member in order to pass it.

An Army of Bummers. 


ON, Nov. 17.—The following im- 


portant telegram from Peter Ronan, agent 
of the Flathead Indian agency, Montana, 
was received at the Indian offloe this morn. 
ing. 


An immense orew of railroad canstructors 


now at work on 'the west reservation in 
charge of J. L. Hallett, consisting of 7,400 
men, with camp followers, gamblers, ex- 
convict.*, lewd women, etc., are rapidly ad- 
vancing to the borders of the reservation, ac- 
compamed by portable saloons, gambling 
houses, et. Merchants and traders of all 
desc:: tions also advance with the construc- 
tion puny, and when the border of the reser- 
vation is reached the question will rise 
whether this trade can be continued in an 
Indian couutry. I will require from your 
office some instructions as to any modifica- 
tions, should the traders' propose such, in 
regard to the laws. It is evident tiatthis 
vast army of laborers must be supplied while 
at •« ork on- the reservation, and if j our in- 
structions imply a strict conformity to the 
intercourse laws governing tha Indian reser- 
vation, two regularly licensed trader; of the 
rese rvation should have timely notice to pro- 
vide supplies which will meet the exigencies 
of the case. 
I will at all events require mil- 


itary^ force to .keep back the traders, keepers 
of saloons, etc., who have followed up the 
construction party named. If it is decided 
that agency-licensed traders alone shall be 
allowed to do business on the reservation 
with military force, 1 apprehend no ianger 
of difficulty in keeping whisky traders ofi the 
reservation, but in regard to prohibition ot 
the sale of clothing and necessary supplies 
by ihopkeepers now adv '-icing "wii.h this 
army of workmgmen, yo 
,ill please give 


necessary instructions, an , 1 will follow them 
up akid perform my dutj to the best of my 
ability. 


Indian Commissioner Price has requested 
the secretary of war to send troops from Ft. 
Mis: onia to the agency to keep the camp fol- 
lowt rs and lewd women out of the reserva- 
tion, and to prevent selling of liquor and 
trading with Indians.

At ten years of age he was a 
cabin boy ^>n the Hudson river, at twelve he 
entered a printing office at Catskill, was em- 
ployed in ^everal newspaper offices. Was a 
volunteer on the northern frontier in 1812, 
He established a newspaper in his own name 
on becoming of age, and in 1825-7 edited the 
Anti-Masonic Enquirer, and was twice,elected 
to the assembly. Mis tact as a party mana- 
ger, aiid his services in 1827-30 in securing 
the electiop DeWitt Clinton as governor, led 
to hi? selection as a competent person to op- 
pose the "Albany Eegency," a body who had 
the management of the democratic party in 
New Torkk In 1880 he removed to Albany 
and assumed the editorship of the Albany 
Evening Journal, f Although a leader, first, of 
'ti e whig, and afterwards of the republican 
party, he declined ail political office. He 
was prominent in procuring the nomination 
of Harrisqn in 1836, and hi 1840, of Gen. 
Taylqr m 1848, and of Gen. Scott in 1852. 
He^warmly advocated the election of Fre- 
mont in 1850, and of Lincoln in I860, al- 
th >ugh he had advocated the nomination of 
Mr. Reward. He visited Europe in Novem- 
ber, 1861, in a semi-diplomatio capacity; re- 
tamed home in Jane, 1862, aad shortly after-

Refrigerator Care. 


'heBt. Paill Dispatch thus speaks of 


the new refrigerator cars of the North 
Pacific. "Th[e refrigerator Cars lor the 
North Pacific company, which arrived to- 
day, 
and mere mention of which was 


made in the JMspatch last week, consist 
often fine-Joofdag cars, outwardly resemb- 
ling a modernly constructed box car, but 
handsomely finished and painted a bright 
yellow, cover-ed with lettering to the fol- 
lowing import: "Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Oregon, Dakota, Idaho and Washington 
terntoay, (a long list of towns), and all 
points on the North Pacific railroad. 
North Pacific railroad rcfi iterator line. 
Fresh meats, butter, eggs, fruits, fish, 
vegetables, beer, and all perishable arti- 
cles transported summer or winter to 
points on the North Pacific railroad, 
•without transfer, with safety and dis- 
patch." The doors are of massive cbn- 
striuction, the right-hand one opening with 
a lever arrangement, which throws bolts 
into slots at the lop and bottom, and the 
other has an automatic bolt which drops 
into a slot at the bottom ol the car as the 
other door is closed. In the left-hand 
door there is a small door opening which 
shows within a thermometer from which 
the exact temperature of the interior is at 
any time attainable. The doors are built 
similarly to a modern safe, with the 
beveled edges, each covered with rubber, 
so that when the doors are closed the car 
is hermetically sealed, and the tempera- 
ture iroin that time till ihe doors, are 
opened again is never affected by the out- 
side weather. The c.trs are 31 feet long, 
8 feet 7J£ inches wide, with 21 teet clear 
between the ice boxes. The boxes for the 
ice are situated at both ends of the car, 
and are the result o,' years ot experiment- 
ing, by the bulkier, Mr. Charles W 
Sleeper. Tliey are the width ot the car,

from the floor about three feel. 
Within, 


on all sides, are condensing stiips allow- 
ing the air to strike the suirace of the ice 
i'rom every diiection. Above is an open- 
ing for the purpose of airing the boxes 
when needed, which is closed by a plug 
which is furnished with rubber similar to 
the doors and the opening covered with 
zinc, tins opening is 23 inches deep in the 
clear. The flooring of the boxes is laid 
with ice bars, beut-ati which are zinc 
receptacles, the 
center composed ol 


smokestack netting, allowing the cold-air 
to settle to the ground. At one corner is 
a water pipe to cairy off the melted ice, 
which at the bottom has a water seal, 
wkich presents the waiui airordust fuun 
the outsidelentering the ear, the water 
rising and ovei flowing the seal to be car- 
ried away.

Thurlow Weed is 
dead. Mr. Weed was born at Cairo, N. Y., 
Nov. 15, 1797. At ten year* of age he was a 
cabin boy or the Hud&on river, at twelve he 
entered a printing office at Catskill, was em- 
ployed in several newspaper offices. Was a 
volunteer on the northern frontier in 1812, 
He established a newspaper in his own name 
on becoming of age, and in 1825-7 edited the 
Anti-Masonic Enquirer, and was twice elected 
to the assembly. His tact as a party, mana- 
ger, and his services in 1827-30 in securing 
the election Da Witt Clinton as 'governor, led 
to his selection as a competent person to op- 
pose the "Albany Regency," a body who had 
the management of the democratic party in 
New York. In 1880 he removed to Albany 
and assumed the editorship of the Albany 
Evening Journal. ^Although a leader, firs t. of 
tl e whig, and afterwards of the republican 
party, he declined ail political office. He 
wS.s prominent in procuring the nomination 
ofjLarrison in 1836, and in 1840, of Geiu. 
Taylor in 1848, and of Gea. Scott in 1862. 
He'warmly advocated the election of Fre- 
mont in 1856, and of Lincoln in 18(50, al- 
though he had advocated the nomination of 
Mr. Heward. He visited Europe in Novem- 
ber, 1861, in a semi-diplomatic capacity; re- 
turned home in June, 1862, and shortly after- 


- I 
ward withdrew from the Journal. He pub- 
hahed in 1866, "Lexers from England and 
the West Indies:"^eminiHcences in the At- 
lantic Monthly in 1870, and has contributed 
to various other 'periodicals. During his 
long life he has been one of the most promi- 
nent persons in journalistic and political cir- 
cles, but for several'yeare has taken no nctive 
part in either. 


Refrigerator Car*. 


The Bt. Paul Dispatch thus speaks of 


the new refrigerator cars of the North 
Pacific. "The refrigerator cars for the 
North Pacific company, which arrived to- 
day, 
and mere mention of which was 


made in the Dispatch last week, consist 
often finc-lookiagbars,outwardlyresemb- 
hug a moclernly- constructed box car, but 
handsomely finished and painted a bright 
yellow, covered with lettering to the fol- 
lowing import: "Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Oregon, Dakota, luaho and Washington 
territory, (a long list of towns,), aud all 
points on the North Pacific railroad. 
North Pacific railroad refrigerator line. 
Fresh meats, butter, eggs, fruits, fish, 
vegetables, beei, and all perishable arti- 
clei transported summer or winter to 
•points, on the North Pa'ciQc railroad, 
without transfer, with safely and dis- 
patch." The doors are of massive con- 
struction, the right-hand one opening with 
a lever arrangement, which thiows bolts 
into slots at tbe top and bottom, and the 
other has an automatic, bolt which drops 
into a slot at the bottom ot the car as the 
other door is cloned. In the left-hand 
door there is a,'small door opening which 
shows within a thermometer from which 
the exact temperature of the interior is at 
anytime attainable. The doora are built 
similarly to a. modern safe, with the 
beveled edges, each covered with rubber, 
s6 that when tile $oors are closed the car 
is; lierin«»tically sealed, and the tempera- 
ture Irom tha,t time till the doors, are 
opened again i£ never affected by the out- 
side weather. p?hje coy are 3i feet long, 
8 feet 7% incbfes wide, with 2? feet clear 
between the ice boxes. The b,>xeb for the 
ice are situated ajt, both ends uf the car, 
and are the result^,' years ot experiment- 
ing by the builder, Mr. Charles W 
Sleeper. Theyl are the width ol the car, 
about 
3% 
feet 
wide 
aud 
staud 


from the floor about three feet. Within, 
on all sides, are condensing strips allow- 
ing the air to strike the suiface of the ice 
from every diiection. Above is an open- 
ing for tbe pmpose of) ailing the l>uxe£ 
when needed, winch is closed by a plug 
which is furnished: with rubber similar to 
the doors and the opening covered with 
zinc, this opening is 23 inches deep in the 
clear. The flooring of the boxes is laid 
with ice bars, beutat'l which are zinc 
receptacles, the 
center composed ot 


smokestack netting, allowing the cold air 
to settle to the ground. At one corner is. 
a water pipe to carry off the melted ice, 
which at the bottom has a water seal, 
wkich .prevents the watm air or dust fiom 
the outside entering the car, the water 
rising and ovei flowing the sea! to be car- 
ried away. In the center of' the ceiling of 
the interior of the car is an opening Irom 
which to either end flues traverse which 
take the Sir after having dropped to the 
floor aud become wanner has been forced 
lo the center of the car, aud rising passes 
through these flues and again ' traverses 
its round over the ice, ijius making a per- 
fect system of ventilation. These flues also 
cairy off all impurities coming from the 
meats.
